Newmarket Is tho scene of one 
of Canada's . most promising 
housing projects, the reconver- 
sion of iho barracks at the 
camp into bouses by J. W. Bow- 
ser. 

Mr. Bowser plans on building 
30 houses, each on a lot 74 feet 
square. Three houses will be 
ready for occupancy at the end 
of this month, ten by <he end of 
the 'year and the remaining 20 
noxt year. 

When the project is complet- 
ed, the 30 houses will be part of 
an attractive 20-acro community 
'within Newmarket, and will 
help relieve the acute housing 
shortage in Newmarket. The 
cost of each house will not ex- 
ceed $5,000 and preference will 
be given to veterans. 

Each house has nn outside sur- 
face of three coats of stucco. In- 
side, they are finished with 
sheeting, ten-tost,' gyproc and 
ploster. Each cottage consists of 
a kitchen, dinette living-room, 
and tv/o bedrooms. The floors 
are hardwood and the kitchen 
has a modern sink and cupboard 
unit, 

The full-length basement of 
each house has poured cement 
walls, a smooth concrete floor, 
and a compact furnace for the 
cottage's hot air heating system. 
The basement could be convert- 
ed into a recreation room. — By 
H. Proctor and J. Kelly.

For many years Newmarket 
has been a leader In North York 
in CUCh fields ns industry and 
sports. V/e are proud that our 
(own occupies such a prominent 
position but, as student 1 ;, v/e 
would like to see it become the 
leader in another field— educa* 
lion. 

In a recent survey, we found 
that not only the principal but 
also on overwhelming majority 
of our pupils favor the high 
school area plan. / 

J. W. Lockhnrt, principal, out- 
lined the plan for us. Larger, 
centrally located high ' schools 
will be » established and small 
continuation schools such as 
Mount Albert will be abolished. 
The main purpose of the system 
is to equalize educational oppor- 
tunities and to provide the bet* 
ter facilities obtainable only in 
the larger type of school. 

Several of our ov/n students 
w^io have attended both' a con- 
tinuation school and a high 
school named even more advan- 
tages. 

For one thing, a more varied 
course of studies can be offered. 
In u larger unit such as the one 
In view for Newmarket, home 
economics, shop-work, and agri- 
culture can be taught. The ex- 
pense incurred can be spread 
over> a larger area. Larger 
schools have gyms where physi- 
cal training is taught by com- 
petent instructors, auditoriums 
where literary activities' can be 
carried out, art rooms with spe- 
cial equipment, and commercial 
departments which offer excel- 
lent preparation for those seek- 
ing business careers. Most con- 
tinuation schools cannot bc^in to 
offer such necessary "extras." 

Academically, the continuation 
school pupil suffers. Because of 
the small enrolment and the 
limited staff, classes must be 
combined. If a subject is missed 
the student has to wait two 
years to complete the necessary 
work. The periods are short 
and there is always the tempta- 
tion to "tune in" when another 
lession is being taught, often at 
the expense of present work. 

Several students pointed out 
the social advantages of the 
larger school, A larger group 
presents more variety and gives 
much wider scope to the individ- 
ual. There are definite gains to 
be had from associating with 
more people and from sharing in 
more group activity. 

On the other hand, in ail fair- 
ness, there are some disadvan- 
tages in the plan. Some pupils 
in our school esjimated that 
they spend H hours a day on the 
road. In winter their difficul- 
ties ore increased. Then too, the 
small school with its system of 
having at least tv/o classes in the 
room all the time, teaches the 
student to bo self-reliant and .to 
concentrate. In spite of this, 
only one student out of the 12 
questioned would prefer to at- 
tend a continuation school. All 
these are in an excellent position 
to weigh the respective merits of 
the two systems, having attend- 
ed both types of school. Yet, 11 
out of the 12 favored our school. 
Transportation systems will 
have 
problem of distance. 

Mayor Dr. L ,W. Dales saw "a 
vision" the other night of the 
wonders that will be when we 
have an enlarged high school in 
Newmarket with pupils coming 
in from all the surrounding area. 
That day is rapidly approaching 
and it has the full sanction of 
our pupils. Newmarket is forg- 
ing ahead educationally as well 
as industrially.

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The first Newmarket meeting 
of the citizens* forum was held 
in the room behind, the council 
chambers Friday, at 8 p.m*. 'Fif- 
teen people v/crc present. / 

G. A. Crutch er explained how 
the citizens' forum, which'' began 
out of informal meetings where 
people aired their views on cur- 
rent news items, ' became a 
nation-wide project. In Ontario, 
there are 400 forums which, 
usually made up of 10-15 people, 
are ideal discussion groups. 

Mr*. V?. ii. V/ilrnot. Sharon, 
and II. P. Ghent, Newmarket, 
pointed out the similarities and 
differences between citizens' and 
farm foryms. 'I"he farm forum 
is not a new idea in Newmarket 
since one has existed near .here 
for the past four years. v 

In citizens* forums, it is cus- 
tomary to choose a different 
chairmon each week, and 7*fr. 
Client was nominated on Friday. 
He described the four objectives 
sought in a discussion, to work 
out a common problem with 
others, to gain information, to 
correct one's ov/n views, and to 
find the truth. He said that the 
milk question had been chosen 
for discussion because it is of 
common interest to all. He then 
introduced Jas. Hope president 
of the local milk producers' as- 
sociation, and F. A. Hall, co- 
owner of Hillsdale Dairy. 

Mr. Hope and Mr. Hall pre- 
sented their views on the situa- 
tion from their stand-points of 
producer and distributor. Fol- 
lowing their short talks there 
was u general discussion in 
which eacli one present had a 
chance to ask a question that 
had been bothering him, or 
argue about a point stated by 
the speakers. 

As a . conclusion Mr. Ghent 
summed up the discussion aptly 
by soying "Milk is the cheapest 
food that con be bought. Even 
at 20 cents a quart it would still 
be cheapest." It wss found by 
the forum that if our conception 
of milk ; prices had not been 
warped and if we had been pay- 
ing the true value, this five-cent 
rise would not seem so hard to 
become accustomed to.

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"Education for responsible citizenship" — the theme 
of this yefltftt convention of the Ontario Educational

A responsible citizen is not only' one v/ho does no 
actual harm to society and never goes to jail, but one 
who docH fsomcthiHg constructive for his community. 
He is one who realize;* that a progressive i community 

in the result of planning, of co-operation, of unselfishly 
giving time, talent and eriergy to help his community. 
The school is where v/c learn- the most valuable 
lessons in responsible citizenship. The student develops 
n flense of pride in his .school and Btrivca to keep his 
cchool one of which he may be proud. . Later this 
"school spirit" may be transferred to a pride in tho ' 
whole community, and the citizen may desire to con- 
tribute to its welfare. He may become an active 
participant in community enterprises and may servo 
on a local governing body. This citizen's pride in his 
community developed from his pride in the first com- 
munity project lie knew, the school. ' 

Another valuable lesson learned in the school is 
co-operation. The student soon learns that he cannot 
do just as he wishes if lie wants to get along happily 
with others, lie learns tolerance: he must limit his 
activities by their effect upon others, and thus he comes 
to realize that living peaceably necessitates a respect 
for the rights of others. ' ' * 

During this Education Week, wo arc thinking of 
our schools. There in no other institution in which the 
fundamental principles of democracy, goodwill, toler- 
ance and eo-Operation uW taught more clearly and 
understandably. The school is the cornerstone of 
JX'-sponsible citizenship. 
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A short time ago we were in a flurry of activity. 
We were busy sending overseas parcels, working in the 
lied Gross rooms and in our homes, contributing to 
the cigaret fund, packing ditty bags and sending what 
we fondly hoped were "newsy" letters to the boys and 
girls away from home. We felt cheered when word 
was received from those in the prison camps. We 
were united with one idea in mind. 

Since wo have been enjoying peace for over a year, 
it might be a suitable time to take stock. 

November 11 has been declared a holiday 'in 
remembrance of those who have paid the supreme 
sacrifice in World War I and World War II. It is very 
fitting that some time be set aside for this purpose, 
lest we forgot the sacrifices that have been made so 
that we might enjoy a life free from tyranny and 
oppression. 

How easy it is for us to forget the cost of free- 
dom! If we could only remember continually what it 
has cost these men to maintain our freedom, we would 
willingly make our own small sacrifices in order that 
it might be maintained. Therefore on Monday, our 
Remembrance Day, let us thank Cod for His manifold 
blessings and remember with grateful hearts these 
men who died that we might live. 

Are we prepared to do something in addition to 
observing Ucmemherance Day? It seems very little to 
dedicate two minutes of one day in the year to those 
who have done so much. What provisions are we mak- 
ing on the other 364 days for the veterans?

to show our thanks to the living. We can patronize 
the veterans, not "be patronizing" to Ihcrti! Those who 
are re-established in business deserve our whole- 
hearted support Incidentally, they are offering ex- 
cellent service. We can help them find living quarters 
and do our best to see that they are not victimized; if 
we are in a position to do so, we can give them jobs; 
we can help those who have returned to school. There 
are countless little things which each individual can do. 

j Finally, we should be considering what we can do 
in town to commemorate those who have fallen. There 
should surety be some concrete expression of our 
appreciaton. There has been some discussion of 
naming some of the streets in town after our present 
councillors. Another suggestion might be to name them 
after those who died in the service.

People v/ho should 
know are always saying that the wealth of a country 
lies in its young people. If we am an investment, we 
shall do our. very best ; to see that Newmarket and 
Canada reap the dividends.

The phrase "small town", 'as applied to ideas, 
personalities and attitudes, is definitely uncomplimen- 
tary. Are these words, as used 'above, applicable to 
our town of Newmarket? 

Pettiness is one of the cardinal sins of this as well 
as any other town. Humors spread quickly and any 
unkind word may soon assume gigantic proportions. 
Damage done by malicious gossips is never undone. 
We should think before making statements. Remember, 
"the truth shall make you free", 

While a word of criticism may be spoken lightly 
and with no actual malicious intent, it may have a dis- 
astrous effect on the victim. We know of many 
examples of this. While only of public school age, one 
of our town boys was told by some unthinking person 
tliat he was "no good", and would never amount to any- 
thing. He never forgot this, and, after working his 
way through high school, he was actually dumbfounded 
when he passed his upper school examinations success- 
fully ! He so firmly believed that he was not capable of 
doing more, that lie refused to go on to any higher school 
of learning. Thus, this boy's life will not be as full as 
it might have been, because of that careless criticism. 
During the war, we worked hard and planned for 
the post-war period. We agreed on one principle — 
that more understanding and tolerance were necessary. 
If this is a basic truth, fundamental to the preservation 
of peace in the community as well as in the world, why 
can't we become big enough to understand our neigh- 
bors? We have seen that, in our community, we some- 
times do not attempt to understand our fellow citizens 
and recognize their good points. Newmarket citizens, 
especially those who hold public offices, have been 
criticized and their actions disapproved of by the 
public. Why can we not make allowances for others 
and spread a word of praise for a change? Let us prac- 
tise' the Golden Rule and rise above our petty griev- 
ances, forsaking our narrowness. 
,* Newmarket is growing— in industries, in area and 
in population. In one sense it can no longer be called 
a "small town", but in the uncomplimentary sense, 
• "small town" unfortunately still applies.

whether the momlcr, washed 
ashore at Cook's Inlet, was . of 
prehistoric origin. The mam- 
moth creature which resembles 
a huge hzard Is 18 feet, 10 inches 
long. According to the villagers, 
it has crocodile-shaped jaws and 
1*8 bony head measures '4 l h 
feet long, and ?. feet 3 inches 
wide. Its body is covered v/ith 
hair-like fur, and Its teeth— 22 
lower and 20 upper — are four 
inches long and an inch thick.

By comparison with the present 
figures, Mr. Taylor quoted those 
of 1928, when he started on the 
job.. , In that year, the total 
assessment was $1,528,795/ the 
population v/as 2,500. There were 
105 dogs. Births totalled 34 and 
doathB 19. 

"I don't know whether or not 



the change from spring to fall 
assessment was a wise one," said 
Mr. Taylor. "Many people arc 
av/ay on holidays in July and 
August and the assesor has to 
make a good many trips ove,r 
again. There Is no guess v/ork 
about my report. I see them all 
and report what they tell me. I 
will be glad to cooperate with 
whoever -is appointed. My pres- 
ent remuneration considering the 
lime involved isn't much more 
than 4Q cents an hour, ' he said.

A canvass for 
funds is being undertaken and 
the centre will provide means 
for young people's activities, 
study and craft groups, dances, 
euchres, sports, and similar func- 
tions. 




On.:Morida>y Dec. 0, in addi- 
tion -Jo' whatever elections may 
be held for municipal offices, 
Aurora taxpayers v/ill vote on 
the question of approving the 
erection of a new public school 
some time in the future. The 
Aurora public school board in. a 
written request, asked council to 
pass a by-law to provide $285, 
000 for a new school, and to send 
the by-law to the Ontario muni- 
cipal board. School trustees 
present at the meeting urged 
council to adopt the other alter- 
native of putting the. matter to 
the vote of tho people, if coun- 
cil did not -wish to forward the 

matter on to municipal board of 

its ov/n accord. N 

Upon motion of Councillors 
Dr. Crawford Rose and Stewart 
Patrick, the following resolution 
v/as passed: "That the figure of 
$285,000 for debentures for a 
new school be token to the elec- 
torate of Aurora as a money by- 
lav/ in the forthcoming election." 
Subsequently the necessary by- 
law to cover advertising and the 
taking of the vote was passed. 

Nearly two hours v/as taken 
up discussing the request of the 
school board. Chairman Dr. C. 
J. Devins, Trustees Mrs. Robert 
Hodgklnson, Herbert Stocks, and 
Howard Bunn and Inspector O. 
M. McKillop v/ere present to go 
into details with the council. 

The figure of $205,000 is the 
top figure we would spend for 
a new school, including equip- 
ment and" the building of an 
auditorium," Dr. Devins said. "I 
don't think we will need that 
amount, but we have to have an 
approximate figure to place be- 
fore the municipal board. None 
of the trustees are in favor of 
spending more than is necessary, 
but we can't get a tender until 
the board approves, and we can 
only get to the municipal board 
through council. I v/ould per- 
sonally oppose very strongly any 
amount over $255,000. I think 
v/e can get the school built for 
less. INvouldn't vote to approve 
any contract over that figure. 

"Would it not be a good thing 

to hold a public meeting to get 

the opinion of the tov/n? I don't 

think many are familiar with 

what is planned" Councillor Rose 
said. 

nVc want to get council's de- 
cision so we will know where 
we stand. V/e have to come to 
you," said Dr. Devins. "V/e v/ill 
acquaint the public with all the 
details." 

"Is the board anxious to build 
next year?" ashed Deputy-reeve 

Cook. 

"We can't see any drop corning 
in the fchool attendance, so we 
are anxious to get started and 
get all our pupils under one roof, 
but wo aren't going to spend any 
money foolishly. I am absolute- 
ly against building on a cost plus 
basis. I don't think either the 
department of education, or the 
municipal board would approve 
of any such plan," said Dr. 
Devins. 

The present plans call for a 14- 
room school, complete with 
offices and cloak rooms, 160' x 
03', north of the present school. 
The old school would bo occu- 
pied until the new school' was 
ready, and then the old school 
would be demolished leaving the 
present 60'x93' foundation intact 
upon which would be built the 
school gymnasium, complete with 
auditorium, according to Dr. 
Devins. 

"Could you noi build a small 
unit, and then add to it as you 
need it?" asked Councillor A. N. 
Fisher. "Building co-fs are very 
high now."" 

Board members explained that 



the depaAnfi/nl dld^t favor o 
small unit as part;* & the old' 
school system, and the heating 
problems* and other details in- 
volved would raise the cost for 
this idea . excessively. 

Councillor William West ex- 
pressed the opinion that build- 
ing costs would not | go down 
greatly over the next few years. 
"There is bound to be a business 
recession, but I tfon't see it hit- 
ting the building trades. We 
haven't had enough buUdin« 
since 1931," he said. 

Inspector McKillop explained 
to council the present financial 

contribution made by the Ont- 
ario government Aurora, being 
over 2,500 and under 5,000 in 
population, v/ould receive unde* 
present arrangements, if they re- 
main in force, 50 per cent of all 
costs for education. The limits- 
tion to this is based upon tha 
number of pupils in attendance, 
during the previous school year. 
Based on an attendance of 3C2 
m 3945, at $115 per- pupil, th? 
maximum contribution that 
Aurora v/ould receive would hz 
a grant of $41,400, he said. Tie 
present operating costs should te 
considered, and' then the annus* 
debenture cost. 

The question arose in l: 
whether or not these costs ex- 
ceeded the $41,400. What ever 
v/as over Ojat figure would have 
to be met by the municipality, 
hut the amount receivable v.-oul£ 
he larger if the school population 
v/as larger. 

Mr. McKillop pointed out that 
It was impossible to obtain a 
definite guarantee as to what 
amounts v/ould be paid each 
year in the future by the gov- 
ernment but he did not believe 
that "any government woul? 
welch on payments." The 1343 
figures to be paid out would 
largely depend upon the rela- 
tion of'total school expenditures 
this year to those in 1945. H 
j might be the same or slight!/ 
less, and he said that he though* 
■ Ihis system likely to be followed. 
Councillor Stewart Patrick 
j asked the school board members 
j if the proposed auditorium 
| would be open for the use of UV 
i public. 

"It will be the properly of th t 
' school board but the law savj 
fwe can let it for any lawful pur- 
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pose," saicf Dr. De\[ins. "No 
[ board can of course lay down t 
i a policy binding upon another, 
but don't forget that the tru*- 
I toes are taxpayers and are elerA- 
j ed by the people. What the puh- 
.iic wants the trustees won'l be 
! able to oppose,' 1 

Trustee Herbert Stock* ex- 
pressed the hope that the school 
would be built for less than 
I $235,000, and strewed the valu* 
of manual training\in the schooJ 
with resulting departments 
grants. "There are many wayc 
we can cut down our operatinr 
costs," he said. * 

Trustee Howard Bunn said he 
v/as in favor of the auditorium 
being used at night by the en- 
tire community. Tender? wouia 
he called for publiclv. The 
auditorium would not be* built 
until after the school was cont- 
pleted. 

"I can't blame council for 
sending the matter on to the 
people. Let those who favor a 
new school get behind the by- 
law, and explain the facts." saW 
Dr. Devins. 

Figures submitted by the 
r mayor on the basis of 20-year 
debentures at three percent 
brought the annual debenture 
payments for a new school to 
$20,000, with the government 

paying a portion, perhaps a* 
high as 50 percent.

Speaking of his visit to one of 
the plenary sessions of the peace 
conference, Mr. Pierce informed 
us that all the discussions were 
carried on in five languages. At 
I he conclusion of a speech in one 
language,, it -was immediately 
translated into the other four 
languages. 

fn telling of his stay in I-on- 
don, the speaker described the 
battered, debris-littered condition 
of the city where an average 
breakfast consists of a small 
helping of porridge, powdered 
milk, powdered eggs, sausage 
(which is 75 percent soybean 
meal), if you are lucky, and two 
very thin slices of toast. The 
clothing ration is just as slim. 
A man has 30 points a year but 
one suit takes 20 points and one 
pair of shoes nine points. The 
materials are cheap, for Britain' in 
an attempt to gain the export 
trade- which is so vital to her 
national income, is sending her 
better materials to ojher coun- 
tries in exchange for the goods 
necessary for her way of life. 

Ho also told us of the children 
\i\ Britain. Thoy were the ones 
who probably suffered most from 
the war and its aftermath so that 
even now it is difficult for them 
to laugh unrestrainedly. As his 
closing remarks, rVtr. Pierce asked 
the students to pray for the chil- 
dren of England and to take an 
unselfish view of our priceless 
heritage of schools, churches and 
friends as there is much to be 
gotten out of unselfish service.

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Featured in rnaalstraies court 
last Friday were two prosecu- 
tions of charges of breaking 
W.P.T.B. regulations. Miss B. E. 
Lyons acted for the crown in 
both cases. Magistrate W. E. 
Mcllvcon presided. 

Vf. W. Gray and G. R. Lovell, 
V/.P.T.B, investigators, -testified 
that they had entered the gro- 
cery shop of II. Tassio at Jack- 
son's Point, and found many 
items marked over celling price. 
• "This list of items v/as check- 
ed v/Ith Mr. Tosslc and he ad- 
mitted the overcharges," said 
Gray. . "Wc checked 54 items 
while v/e v/ere there, and 2G of 
them v/erc unpriced. It is not 
the practice to check the list of 
unpriced items with the merch- 
ants. Yfc had called on Tassie 
before ond' he had been warned 
about putting slock on the 
shelves on which the price had 
not been marked." 

C. R. J. Griffin, V/.P/f.TV in- 
vestigator, testified that the list 
of over-ceiling items had been 
handed to him and that after 
checking them he found 14 in- 
fractions. "In addition to this," 
Re said, "about half of the items 
$iccked had not been price- 
tagged." 

Tassie claimed that the un- 
priced items v/ere In his "store- 
room" but admitted that custom- 
ers had free access to them. "I 
stored surplus stock under the 
counter of my adjoining novelty 
store," he said, 

"The goods that v/ere not pric- 
ed v/ere an even more serious 
infraction than those priced over 
ceiling," Miss X#yons commented. 
Tassio was convicted and re- 
manded until next v/eek for sen- 
tence. 

Samuel Battaglia v/as convict- 
ed of having unpriced goods on 
display in his Jackson's Point 
grocery and v/as remanded until 
next v/eek foe sentence. M. J. 
Bennetts and U J. O'Brian, V/.P. 
T.B. investigators, testified that 
they had entered accused's store- 
on July 2ti, found 22 items un- 
marked, and warned him. In 
September, they said, they re- 
entered the store ond found 19 
items unmarked. 

James Albert Yorke was fined 
$25 and costs or one month for 
having liquor in an illegal place. 
Constable W. It. Hill testified 
that he had found accused hitch- 
hiking with a bag containing 21 
bottles of /beer. Two other 
liquor charges against the ac- 
cused were withdrawn. 

V/m. and Lettie Hodgins, and 
Ethel J.epard, all of Newmarket, 
v/ere bound over for one year to 
keep the peace resulting from a 
charge of assault laid by Mrs.
